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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Species I, referring to Figs. 1-10; Species II, referring to Figs. 11, 13 and 
14; Species III, referring to Fig. 12; Species IV, referring to Figs. 19-22; Species V, referring to 
Figs. 23 and 24; Species VI, referring to Figs. 25-27; Species VII, referring to Fig. 28; Species 
VIII, referring to Fig. 29; and Species IX, referring to Figs. 30-34. 

Upon the election of Species I-IX a further election of Sub-species is required. 

Sub-species A, referring to Figs. 1-5; Sub-species B, referring to Figs. 6-10; Sub-species 
C, referring to Figs. 16-18; Sub-species D, referring to Fig. 35; Sub-species E, referring to Fig. 
36; Sub-species F, referring to Fig. 37; Sub-species G, referring to Fig. 38; and Sub-species H, 
referring to Fig. 39. 

A telephone call was made to Timothy Thomas on August 01, 2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 17(i).
